Hi, I run a MUD on packet (have done since last Sept), well to be excact 
it is a MOO, version 1.7. Here is a flyer I sent round a while back. 


Hi folks, well some of you may remember I sent a message out to #nw 
back in September, detailing the MUD I had just put on line then. Well 
the MUD, BayMUD (a version of TinyMUD) evolved rather well, attracting many 
players, and a fair amount of interest. The mud started with some 900 objects, 
and to date has over 2000 objects, including 308 rooms. 

Well since then things have progressed, I still have BayMUD on my system, 
but have recently established another much newer type of MUD, this time called 
, MOO (Mud Object Orientated), that is to say it has its own in built programm- 
ing language, and is a much more sophisticated style of mud. This can be 
accessed by typing 'baymoo' whilst logged onto my system, or type ‘baymud' 
for the mud. 

Though the MOO is more sophisticated than the MUD, this does not mean to 
say it is any harder to use, it just has a larger array of command, and many 


more things can (if need be) be done with it. 

Just a quick recap for those that did not see my earlier message, or are 
unsure of what a mud/moo is:- 

A MUD (Multi User Dimension/Dungeon) is basically a computer program, and 
database, that multiple users can connect to and explore. Each user takes cont- 
rol of a computerised character or persona. They can walk around, explore, chat 
and interact with other users, solving puzzles, battling with monsters, and 
even creating there own rooms, objects and descriptions. 

My station G6PHF, can be accessed from any of the WC nodes, or through the 
LA20 node on 144.625, (or direct). So if you find yourself with a few moments 
to spare over the holidays, why not logon, join us and have some fun. 

If any of you require any further info, don't hesitate to contact me on my 
system, or as g6phf@gb7ulv. 


I run this under SysV Unix on my PC using Wampes tcpip software, I forgot to 
say above users can telnet direct into the MOO on port 7777. 

So in short it can be done |-)

I think you are alright with this. I believe this is treated like 
any other third party traffic. Which means that it is approved for 
domestic contacts and Dx contacts with stations in countries that have 3rd 
party agreements with the US. I think there is a list of 3rd party 
nations available via the ARRL mail server, but I'm not sure. Not only 
can an unlicensed individual send a packet while you are at the keyboard 
they can also mail the packet to you and you can pass it on from the 
internet to ampr. There are a couple people who provide just such a 
service on the 'net. I don't have the information here now but e-mail me 
if you want more info. Keep up the good work. We can use all the GOOD 
hams we can get.
